In a speech at the Lord Mayor's ban- 
quet at London's Guildhall last night, 
Mr Blair openly stood up to Mr Bush 
for the first time. He said: “Europe and 
America should be working together to 
bring the democratic 
human and political rights 
we take for granted to the 
world without them. 

“None of this will 
work unless America 
reaches out.”

“What is sensible is for 
Europe to say terrorism 
won't be beaten by tough- 
ness alone." 

Earlier, the PM praised 
Mr Powell. He said: *He is 
a remarkable man and has 
been a great friend to this 
country" 

Last night terror mas- 

termind Abu Musab 
al-Zarqawi told followers 
to fight troops in Iraq. 

He said in a new audio 
tape that US and UK forces 
were overstretched and 
rebels should strike before 
they are hunted down. 

Al-Zarqawi, who last 
month beheaded Brit Ken 
Bigley, urged them to 
“shower the enemy with 
rockets and mortars and 
cut off all supply routes”.

MUSIC fans will soon be 
downloading their pop hits 
with a pint down the pub. 

Hi-tech music vending terminals 
are about to appear in bars, petrol 
stations and shopping centres. 

For around £1 per track, customers will 
be able to download songs directly on to 
their portable players or mobile phones. 


Stations 


Industry experts say the easy-to-use 
machines could spell doom for tradition- 
al record stores. 

Downloading is now a massive market 
with its own chart which features stars 
such as U2, Eminem, Dido, Westlife, 
Destiny’s Child and Daniel Bedingfield. 
The new terminals will have 
a database of more than two 
million songs. 

They will be piloted at 
London’s Waterloo and 
King’s Cross rail stations 
next week before a nation- 
wide roll-out next year. 

That will see them installed 
at a huge list of venues - even 
incorporated in drinks vend- 
ing machines. 

The move comes just a 
week after Tesco launched a 
similar initiative in its super- 
markets. “All you need is a

mobile phone or an MP3 play- 
er and a coin or credit card,” 
said Norman Crowley, chief 
executive of the firm behind 
the move, Inspired Broadcast 
Networks. 

The firm already has 8,000 
entertainment machines in 
pubs and betting shops. They 
will be updated to offer the 
new service. Downloading 


has become so popular that 
weekly sales are tipped 
to sail past the average 
400,000 singles sold over the 
counter. 

The Official UK Charts 
Company said more than 
210,000 tracks were down- 
loaded last week - nearly 
double the figure at the 
launch just two months ago.
